Existing  Water  Supplies 

There  is  a  piped  water  supply  to  every  Parish,  and  the 
only  villages  not  served  are  Stapleford,  Cold  Overton 
and  Buckminster,  Those  villages  have  a  private  piped 
supply  and  the  provision  of  a  public  supply  is  under 
consideration. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  now  supplied  with 
water  from  the  River  Dove. 

Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services  being  laid 
to  consumer’s  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendency  to  Plumbo 
Solvency  in  the  piped  supplies. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  no  shortages, 
and  hosepipes  were  not  banned  as  in  previous  years. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 
WYMONDHAM  &  EDMONDTHORPE 

The  Scheme  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  to  serve  the 
villages  of  Wymondham  and  Edmondthorpe  was  completed 
during  the  year.  The  Sewage  Disposal  works  were  put 
into  operation  during  October  and  on  the  8th  November, 

196l,  the  effluent  was  sampled  by  the  Trent  River  Board. 

The  analysis  of  this  effluent  was  satisfactory  as  the 
figures  for  P.V. ,  B.O.D.  and  Suspended  Solids  were  within 
the  Boards  Standard.  For  a  works  which  had  only  been  in 
operation  3  weeks  this  was  a  gratifying  result,  and  I 
would  anticipate  that  future  analyses  will  show  an  improved 
effluent. 

BOTTESFORD  AREA 

This  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  to  serve  the 
villages  of  Bottesford,  Muston  and  Easthorpe  has  progressed 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  Contractor  will  have  the  works  ready  for  operation 
early  next  year,  and  complete  the  whole  scheme  by  July. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage  -  continued 
HarDy  &  Hose 

In  September  1961  the  Ministry  approved  a  Scheme  of  Sewerage 
&  Sewage  Disposal  costing  over  £100,000  to  serve  the  villages 
of  Harby  and  Hose.  A  start  was  not  made  on  the  Contract 
during  the  year  under  review,  but  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  an  early  start  in  1962. 

Redmilc.  Barkestone  &  Plungar 

This  Scheme  has  been  under  review  during  the  year,  and  the 
problem  of  the  treatment  of  the  high  proportion  of  Farm  Wastes 
has  caused  great  concern.  However,  the  incidence  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1961,  has  now  clarified  the  position 
regarding  charges  being  made  for  accepting  Farm  Wastes  into 
sewers,  and  has  also  indicated  the  Minister's  views  on  the 
matter.  The  Council  has  now  decided  to  proceed  with  this 
Scheme,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  approval  may  be  received 
next  year. 


Asfordbv.  F'risby.  Kirby  Dollars . 

Surveys  have  been  proceeding  and  temporary  weirs  fixed  in 
selected  manholes  in  Asfordby  for  the  purpose  of  taking  storm 
flow  readings.  A  rainfall  gauge  has  been  purchased  and 
installed.  It  is  anticipated  that  enough  technical  data  will 
be  available  for  the  final  Scheme  to  be  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  next  year.

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  is  collected  from  all  households  at  intervals  of  7 
working  days. 

Nightsoil  is  collected  weekly  from  58  villages  and  3  part 
villages.  In  the  remaining  4  villages  and  3  part  villages  no 
collection  is  made  because  these  have  a  mains  water  supply 
and  an  efficient  Sewage  Disposal  Works  available.  When  the 
sewerage  schemes  for  Wymondham,  Edmond thorpe,  Bottesford, 
Muston,  Easthorpe  and  Normanton  are  completed,  collection  of 
nightsoil  will  cease  in  these  villages. 

A  fleet  of  modern  vehicles  is  maintained  comprising: - 

2  -  S.D.  16/18  cu.yd.  Refuse  Collectors,  with  Fore  and 
Aft  Tipping  Bodies. 

2  -  S.D.  Combined  Nightsoil  and  Cesspool  emptiers. 

800  -  gall,  capacity. 

1  -  S.D.  Refuse  Collector  for  Salvage  Work. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and  no 
difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling  is  carried 
out  by  means  of  a  blade  etc.,  attached  to  a  tractor.  The 
system  has  been  found  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms,  when  it  is  plouged 
into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no  difficulty 
in  disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land  it  is 
not  anticipated  that  this  will  create  a  problem  for  the  next 
year  or  two. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary  methods  and 
has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  447  pail  closets  and  privies 
to  water  closets  during  the  year.  The  Scheme  v/hich  the  Council 
operates  for  the  payment  of  a  grant  towards  the  voluntary 
conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets  appears  to  be 
operating  very  well. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  house  cesspools  on  request 
from  the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge  of  10/-  per  dwelling. 
Cesspools  at  Trade  premises  are  emptied  at  a  charge  of  10/- 
per  hour.  There  is,  however,  no  collection  of  the  contents 
of  privy  middens  within  the  area.

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By  the  end  of  the  year  294  dwellings  had  Been  dealt 
with  under  the  Housing  Acts  in  pursuance  of  the  Council’s 
Five  Year  Slum  Clearance  programme  which  on  the  1st  of 
November,  1955>  stood  at  302  houses  to  be  demolished. 

Some  delay  was  experienced  in  obtaining  Ministerial 
approval  for  rebuilding  and  in  the  purchase  of  suitable  sites, 
but  towards  the  middle  of  the  year  work  forged  ahead  and  it 
is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  all  the  families  living  in 
condemned  houses  will  very  soon  be  rehoused  and  the  slum 
clearance  programme  completed. 

Provision  of  New  Houses  during  the  year 

Fifty-nine  new  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  by  the 
end  of  1961.  Twelve  of  these  were  erected  by  the  Council, 
forty-seven  by  private  enterprise. 

There  were  164  applicants  on  the  Council  Housing  List  at  the 
end  of  the  year  and  74  new  applications  were  received  during 

1961 . 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Milk  Sampling 

Forty-five  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year, 
forty-three  of  which  passed  the  statutory  Bacteriological 
Test.  Two  samples  of  tuberculin  tested  milk  failed  to  satisfy 
the  methylene  blue  test,  these  were  both  from  the  same  producer 
and  the  milk  is  now  being  pasteurised. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  I960 

Under  these  regulations  the  licensing  of  Dairymen  and 
Purveyors  of  Milk  has  been  transferred  to  the  County  Councils 
and  therefore  no  licences  were  issued  by  this  Rural  District 
Council.

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 


During  the  year  under  review  the  Council  approved  plans 
for  the  modernising  of  five  slaughterhouses  and  these  in  turn 
were  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  for  observations  and  to  fix  an  "Appointed  Day"  when  all 
slaughterhouses  must  either  comply  with  the  Slaughterhouses 
Hygiene  Regulations  or  cease  to  be  used. 

This  day  has  now  been  fixed  as  the  1st  day  of  April,  1963. 
Much  of  the  work  has  already  been  carried  out  and  the 
slaughterhouses  so  approved  are  expected  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  before  the  "Appointed  Day". 

The  number  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  slaughtered  in  the 
area  are  shown  in  appendix  A  and  B.
